On the contrary, they
bhave mild and pencefal dispositions,
and would vastly prefer to sit, every
manh uonder his own vine and fig tree,
and enjoy the labor of their hands,
The bad reputation given to that whole
region is simply through the deviliry
and revolutionary machinations of an
infamona set of plunderers and aspi-
ranta’ for power. Thess men mnke
their living by stirring up sanguinary
revolations.  They keep tha bayonet
always in play; they drive the unwill-
ing people to distracting wars. Thus,
ingl?dru'ﬂ the present time, the grati-
iying progress ‘whioch the people have
made to & higher civilization hag been
distorbed by the revolationary ocarpet-
bagger, Pierols, Thus, Costa Rioca,
about to entér upon an ‘era of pros-
perity, has been plunged into a war
with Balvador and Gauntemala. Bar-
rios, the President of Guatemals, is an
overbearing tyrant, who incarcerates
oitizens 1f they oriticise his political
sotion, Bo ‘Ecuador nnder Moreno,
with a republican constitution em-
bracing all that the term implies, is in
a beastly state of snbjection to the
autoorat who, with muoh of Ben.

In the latter bastile,
the woman was beheaded, and, horri-
ble .to relate, Garoia bad her brains
fried in her blood to eat thom. This,
he said, forever cleansed the gountry
of its enemies. Atrocious and bratal
as this act of canpibaliem seems, the
history of the man goarantees that he
was capable of it. The Spanish jour-
nals are giving wide circnlation to the
heinons deed, and some of them call
upon the civilized governments to in-
terfere and panish the monster,”
